Paris, Jan, 27.—(Thursday 2 a.f.)—- 
The subway station at Bery collapsed 
with a terrific roar early this morn- 
ing, nearly carrying to ruin a nearby 
police station, in which a number of 
flood sufferers had sought refuge. 
Yellow water boiled through, sweep- 
iyg everything before it. As the gas 
mains burst when the collapse occur- 
red, darkness added to the terror 
people. At one o'clock this morning 
the water was rising rapidly and hal 
reached to widhin a few inches of 
the parapet of the quay at The 
Louvre. The flood threatens to inun- 
date the sculpture gallery where are 
kep? Venus, Milo and other priceless 
art treasures. 

The danger to the Louvre is inereas- 
ed by the presence at that point of a

big sewer which it is feared will 
burst. A gang of masons were hur- 
riedly assembled and are working 


under high pressure, in the glare of 
flaring gas lamps, in nig to keep 
out the water.

Paris Will be Beseiged 

M. Evain of the municipal council 
of the Sixieeath ward, which has been 
most injured by the floods, told the 
International News ‘Service corpes4 
pondent today that unless the floods 
xo down by tomorrow. Paris will be 
virtually in the same condition as 
during the seige. No food is coming 
in to feed the enormous population.

BEING ABOLISHED 


Foster's Motion Is Not In Keeping 
With Facts—No Patronage In 


Ottawa, Jan. 26—The House of 
Commons spent the greater part of 
today’s sitting in debating Hon. Geo. 
E. Foster's resolution calling for the 


government on a/obalition of the party patronage sys- 
number of questions which are of mu-|tem in the Federal government ser- 


vice. He painted a somewhat gloomy 
picture of the evils which arise from 
conferring business favors and ap- 
pointments upon friends of the party 
in power and expressed the hope “hat 
the Federal administration would 
soon be purged of the partonage evil. 

Hugh Guthrie, (Liberal South Wel- 
lington) presented the government 
ease in a workmenlike spirit in whieh 
he said that party patronage has been 
abolished in all the great spending de- 
partments at Ottawa. Supplies, he 
said were now being purchased by 
tender, ‘onservative and Liberal 
firms being exactly on the same foot- 
ing. He moved an amendment just 
at adjournment at 6 o'clock which 
expressed satisfaction at what has 
been accomplished towards the aboli- 
tion of patronage in recent years. 

Martin Burrell, (Cons. Yale Cari- 
boo), spoke for five minutes before 
the 6 o'clock adjournment
